Russia yesterday offered to support the French plan 
to place the Italian African Empire under Italy as sole 
trustee under the United Nations, and the U.S. Secretary 
of State, Mr. Byrnes, today offered to support the French 
proposal on reparations, allotting £25,000,000 to Russia, 


provided payments were restricted to four categories. 


They were: Italian assets abroad; 


excess indus- 


trial equipment in munitions factories; merchant 

shipping; 2nd naval vessels. 

The Soviet Foreign Minister, M. Molotov, claimed 
that Italian naval units were “ war booty.” 

Mr. Byrnes replied that legitimate booty was the only 
material actually captured during the war, and pointed 
out that Russia had not captured any Italian naval units. 

According to British sources, Mr. Bevin supported Mr. 


Byrnes in this argument.

VERGENCE of views between 

Mr. Byrnes and M. Molotov
